There is of course actually no successive 
presentation of separate picture sections s, s l etc., but a continuous presentation 
in a given field of Vision, (vis. the slot 4.) of a continuously and progressively 
varying picture section. The observed or virtual picture is however stationary 
relatively to the observer since each section or separate feature of the actual - ^ 
picture is seen momentarily in a given position relative to the observer and js'* : -v
